4 ,NYereas upon the One and 
twentieth day of December, 

in the year of our Tord, 
One thouſand ſir hundꝛed 
and leventy, a4 Uiolent and 
Inhumane Attempt was 
; made upon the perſon of 
Dir Joh Coventry Voight of the —_

ble Oꝛder of the Bath, being a Member of the 
Commons Houle of Parliament, and then 
attending the Parliament, and upon the 
perſon of his Servant William Wylkes, by a 
conſiderable number ok Armed Men, both 
on Foot and Hoꝛsback, whereby the lad Sir 
John Coventry and his kad. Stt ant, then loſt 
ſeveral Gods, and the laid Sir John Coven- 
try received divers Mounds, (ome of which 
were given him in ſuch -Barvarbns manner, 
that ſome of the Offenders held him whilſt 
others wounded hin. 
And whereas by ſeveral Bills uf In⸗ 
dictment found by the Grand Jury fo? the 
City and Liberty of Weſtminſter, where the 
ſaid Facts Were committed, Sir Thomas 
Sandys Knight, Charles Obrian Eſquire, Si- 


mon Parry, and Miles Reeves, among ochers, 
ſtand Indicted of Felony and Rabbery foz 
the lame, but have fled from Juſtice, not 
daring to abide a Legal Tryal : Ve it 
therekoꝛe Enacted by the Kings molt Excel⸗ 
lent Majeſty, by and With the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lozds Spiritual and Tem- 
pozal, and of the ache mbled in 
Parliament, and by the Authozity of the 
ſame, That if the ſaid Sir Thomas Sandys, 
Charles Obrian, Simon Parry, and Miles 
Reeves, [Hall not render themlelves to the 
TLoꝛd Chief Juſtice of His Majeſties Court 
of Kings Bench, oz to ſome other of the Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the laid Court, on oz befoze the 
Tenth day of March, in the year of our 
TLoꝛd, One thouſand ſir hundꝛed and ſeven- 
ty, in oꝛder to their Tryals koꝛ the Facts 
afoꝛelaid; That then luch of them the =

And be it Enacted , That the Goal-deli- 
very fo2 the County of Middleſex and the City 
of London, Which is intended to be holden - 
the Two and twentieth day of February, 
One thouſand ſix hundꝛed and ſeventy, (hall 
be Adjourned till the laid Tenth day of 
March, and the Juſtices of the ſaid Goal-de- 
livery, oꝛ any two of them, are hereby Au- 
thoꝛized and Requited to Adjourn the ſame 
acco2dingly ; and that no Tryals ſhall be 
there pꝛoceeded upon befoze the Tenth day of 
March afozelatd. 

And if the laid Dir Thomas Sandys, Charles 
Obrian, Simon Parry, and Miles Reeves, oz any 
of them, ſhall not render themſelves as afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, and (hall at any time return into, oz be 
found in England, oz any other His Majeſties 
Dominions, after the laid Tenth day of 
March; Then ſuch of them the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Sandys, Charles Obrian, Simon Party, 
and Miles Reeves, as (hall not render himſelf, 
and yet return oꝛ be found as afo2eſaid, (hall 
from the laid One and twentieth day of De- 
cember; in the year of our Loꝛd, One thoy- 
land ſir hundꝛed and ſeventy, be Deemed and 
Adjudged to be Guilty of the ſaid Felonies 
and Robberies, and (hall by vertue of this 
Act be Adjudged to vr Convicted and At- 
tainted of Felony and 3 without 

any 
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any benefit of Clergy, to all intents and 
purpoles, as if they had been thereof Con⸗ 
victed and Attainted by due Tryal and 
Judgment of Law ; And hall ſuffer ſuch 
Pains » Puniſhments and Fozfeitures , as 
by Law are to be Jnflicced upon Felons 
Attaint, not having benefit of Clergy. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛi⸗ 
ty akoꝛeſaid, That neither the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Sandys, Charles Obrian, Simon Parry, 
Miles Reeves, N92 any who upon the Attempt 
afozcſaid, actually took away any Goods 
from the perſons of Sir John Coventry oz his 
ſaid Servant, oꝛ actually gave any Blow 02 
Wound to the laid Sir John Coventry, oz his 
ſaid Servant, o2 held oz kept down the ſaid 
Dir John Coventry, oz his (aid Servant, while 
they the ſaid Sir John Coventry, and his ſaid 
Servant, 02 either of them were Robbed, 
Beaten 02 Wounded; noꝛ any who Com- 
manded the Party, either of Hozſemen oz 
Jootmen, in erecuting the afozeſaid Uillan- 
dus and Barbarous Attempt, hall ve Par- 
doned any of the Offences in this Act men- 
tioned ; But are made incapable of any 
Pardon foꝛ the ſame from the Kings Maje⸗ 
ty , his Heirs and. Ducceſſo2s - nnleſs by 
Act of Parliament, wherein luch perſon 92 
perſons hall be particularly named. 

And be it further Enacted by the Antho- 
rity akoꝛelaid, That if any the ſaid Offen- 
ders, other then the laid Dir. Thomas Sandys, 
Charles Obrian, Simon Parry, and Miles Reeves, 
and ſuch as did actually Rob „ Strike, oꝛ 
Wound the {aid Sir John Coventry, oz —

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laid Servant, oz held oꝛ kept them oꝛ any of 
them down, till they oz either of them were 
Robbed, Beaten , 02 Wounded as afozeſaid, 
and other then ſuch as Commanded any 
Party in the laid Attempt, ſhall befoze the 
Eighth day of March, in the year of our 
Lo2d, One thouſand ſir hundꝛed and ſeven- 
ty, volentarily Render him oz themſelves 
to the Loꝛd Chief Juſtice of the ſaid Court 
of Kings-Bench, oꝛ to ſome other of the Juſti⸗ 
ces ofthe ſaid Court, and acknowledge his 
laid Offences, and declare his whole know- 
ledge of the facts afozeſaid, and ok the per- 
ſons acting therein, and Mall diſcover to the 
Lo:d Chief Juſtice, oz other Juſtice as 
aforeſaid, ſome of the perſons who Mound⸗ 
ed oꝛ Held, Robbed o2_ Struck as afo2eſaid; 
Dir John Coventry oz his Servant, 02 Com-

And fo2 p2evention of the like Milchieks 
foꝛ the time to come, Be it further Enacted 
by the Authoꝛity afozelaid, That if any 
perlon oz perſons from and after the Four 
and twentieth day of June, which (ail be 
in the year of our Loꝛd God, One thou- 
land lx hundzed ſeventy and one; on Pur- 
pole, and of Malice kozethought and by 
lying in wait ſhall unlawkully cut out oꝛ 
diſable the Tongue, put out an Eye, flit 
the Nole, cut off a Mole, o2 Lip; 02 
tut off oꝛ diſable any Limb oꝛ Member of 
Any Subject of His Majeſty, with intention 
in lo doing to Mann oꝛ Dilfigure in any the 
manners befo:e mentioned kuch His Maje- 
ſties Subject That then, and in every ſuch 
Cale the perſon oz perſons ſo offending, their 
CounſeUozs, Aiders and Abetto2s (know⸗ 
ing of, and pꝛivy to the Difence as afoꝛeſaid) 
Hall be, and are hereby declared to be Felons,
